HOPE OFTHE STANDPATTERS 
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Roosevelt Declares That, in 
Order to Defeat Him, Reac- 
tionary Republicans Are 
Turning ‘to Wilson—lIowa 
People Gave the Colonel 
Enthusiastic Reception. 


Des Moines, Iowa, September 4.-— 
Upon Woodrow Wilson the hopes of 
the standpatter are gradually being 
centered, Colonel Roosevelt told the 
state progressive convention of lowa 
here today. He asserted that the re- 
actionaries of both parties were now 
turning to the democratic candidate. 
Colonel Roosevelt also called for 
speedy downward revision of the tariff 
and denounced the Payne-Aldrich tar- 
iff law as containing “shams and hum- 
bugs.” 

The. ex-president’'s speech was made 
at the close of a hard day’s campaign- 
ing through Towa. He began at 7 
o'clock and kept at it with little rest 
until he left tonight for St. Paul. Five 
speeches were scheduled for the jour- 
ney through the state from Keokuk to 
Des Moines, but the colonel wae called 
upon for twice that number, finding 
crowds awaiting him wherever his 
train stopped. 

No 8-Hour Law on His Job. 

“There's no eight-hour law on this 
job,” he sighed as he entered his car 
after making a speech not on the 
program. The heat was oppressive 
and the colonel’s face wus streaming, 
hut he wae well pleased with his day. 

Crowds which heard him were large 
and enthusiastic. 

When Colone! 
Des Moines several persons 
were masses at the station. He made 
his way to hig automobile through a 
struggling, cheering crowd, and start- 
ed out at the head of a parade through 
the citv to the convention hall. All 
along the way the streets were crowd- 
ed and the colonel was cheered con- 
stantly. When-he reached the conven- 
tion hall he the object of a tu- 
multuous demonstration. Just before 
leaving for his tratn tonight he made 
an address to a throng which filled 
the street in front of his hotel.

New Orleans, September 4.—A lone 


train bandit held up the northbound 
express of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad at 8:30 o'clock tonight, 
near Michaud, twelve miles from here, 
looted the mail car, robbed the pas- 
sengers in five Pullmans and a club 
car, and then, juet as he was about 
to leave the tender, wag struck over 
the head with a brass torch by En- 
gineer Baer and captured. He was

The Louisville and Nashville Express 
that left here at 8 o’clock was about 
2% miles from Michaud, a small sta- 
tion in the swamps, when the bandit 
appeared on the’ tender, covered En- 
wineer Baer and the fireman with a 
revolver and forced them to stop the 
train. He then drove them ahead of 
him into the mail car. There he made 
the negro porter mrow one mail bag 
olf, secured some registered letters and 
continued his march into the Pullman. 

One after another he went through 
the oars;.and, while the passengers 
held up their bands and the engineer 
and fireman preceded him, te took his 
toll from the travelers and put it into 
a small valise. He took nothing but 
money. After securing his loot, the 
ione bandit drove the engineer and 
fireman back to the tender, and made 
them again start the train. 

His pian was to have them drop him 
off after they left the swamps, but 
tkngineer Baer, watohing his oppor- 
tunity, caugnt him off his guard and 
Knocked him senseless with a heavy 
brass torch, 

WRONG TRAIN WAS STOPPED 
AND ROBBERS GET NOTHING 

New Orleans, September 4.—Three 
train robbers made’ an abortive at- 
tempt iast night to hold up and rop 
the New Orleans and Cincinnati pas- 
senger train No. 1 on the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad near Michaud, 
twelve miles east of New Orleans. 

The robbers, who had gone to the 
lonely scene in the swamps in an au- 
tomobile, and who were plentifully 
supplied with high explosives, made 
the mistake of holding up a freight 
train which was running 15 minutes 
ahead of the passenger train and 
thereupon abandoned the attempted 
robbery. 

Special agents of the railroad com- 
pany who were rushed to the scene 
found two sticks of dynamite, a bot- 
of nitro-glycerin and a lantern 
fitted with red tissue paper covering. 


is the same band of robbers which re- 
cently held up and robbed the New 
Orleans and Northeastern train near 
Hattiesburg, where more than $100,- 
000 was secured from the express safe. 

The robbers flagged the second sec- 
tion of freight train No. at 7:50 
a. m. about one mile west of Michaud. 
After discovering their mistake, Con- 
ductor Flynn was ordered by the rob- 
bers to proceed. The robbers were not 
aware that the passenger train, which 
was due there at that hour, was but 
fifteen minutes behind, and it passed 
the scene without interference. 

Three men if!n an automobile, sup- 
posedly the robbers, were observed by 
the freight train crew coming toward 
the city about ten minutes after the 
hold-up.

Society Offers to Give . Free 
Examination This Fall

I will say that I am hé@artily 
interested in the experiment, and that 
I agree with Mr. Kriegshaber and his 
committee in its importance.”

Woodrow Wilson spoke for the 
time tonight in New York city as the 
democratic nominee for the presidency. 
His first political address in the me- 
tropolis was delivered at the dol- 
lar: dinner of the Woodrow Wilson 


workingmen’s league. 

Before’ going to the dinner, he met 
two scores editors of foreign lan- 
guage newspapers at the National Arts 
club and talked immigration to them. 
“If we can nit upon a standard 
which admits every voluntary immi- 
grant,’ he said, “and exclude those 
who have not come of their own mo- 
cion With their own purpose or mak- 
ing a home and a career for them- 
selves, but have been induced by 
steamship companies or others to come 
in order to pay the passage money, 
then we will have what we will ali 
agree upon as Americans. 

“Kor I am not speaking to you ina 
foreign country. I am speaking to you 
as also Americans with myself, and 
just ag much Americans as myself, 
and if we all take the American point 
of view, namely, that we want Ameri- 
ean life kept to its standards and 
that the only standards of American 
life shall] be the standards of restric- 
tion, then we are all upon a common 
~ ound, not of those who criticise im- 
uiigration, but of those who declare 
themselves Americans.

EAPERIMENT FARM 
SWEPT BY FLAMES 


Governor Wilson Says None . Government Station Near Grif 


| Almost Totally Destroyed 


Lightning Hits Barn and Starts 
Fire, Which Wipes Out 
Practically Everything But 
Residences—Many Head of 
Cattle Cremated. 


Griffin, Ga., September 4,—(Special.) 
Lightning striking the big barn at 
the Georgia experiment station, at Ex- 
periment, near here, at 7 o'clock to- 
nigiht, started a fire which destroyed 
the entire plant, with the exception of 
the residences. 

Blown by a high wind, the flames 
rapidly spread from the barn to the 
other buildings, and when the confia- 
gration was finally checked, about two 
hours and a half later, it had wiped 
out the guano. house, the carpenter 
shop, the packing house and the silo. 
Several head of cattle were burned 
alive in the barn. 

For a time it seemed certain that 
the residences would go also; but a 
downpour of rain helped check the 
fire at this point. As tha station is 
without a fire department the battle 
was waged against the flames by 
means of bucket brigades and other 
extemporized methods.

Investigation of South Carolina 
Primary 1s Ordered, 


Blease Supporters Fought Res- 
olution, But It Was Adopt- 
ed—Senator Tillman Ad- 
vised the Committee Not to 
Be Hasty. 


Columbia, S. C., September 4.—The 
charge of fraud in connection with the 
South Carolina democratic primary 
election of August will be rigidly 
probed by a special committee of seven 
appointed today by John- Gary Evans, 
chairman of the state executive com- 
mittee, under authority of a resolution 
adopted at today’s session of the com- 
mittee providing for a thorough inves- 
tigation. Governor Cole L. Blease, on 
the face of the returns, was renomi- 
nated for governor by about 3,000 ma- 
jority over his two opponents ,the total 
vote being about 140,000. 

The subcommittee was clothed with 
full power and authority to take testl- 
mony and make a thorough investiga- 
tion of all alleged illegal practices at 
the primary. It will report at the next 
meeting of the committee to be called 
by the chairman. 

The members of the committee ap- 
pointed by the chairman are: W* F. 
Stevengeon, Chesterfield, chairman; T. B. 
Butler, Cherokee; J. B. Parks, Green- 
wood: W. B. Wilson, Jr.. York; J. B.

Blease and Jones File Papers. 

The executive committee met here 
today to canvass the returns and in- 
vestigate the charges of fraud made 
by Ira B. Jones, candidaté for governor, 
several days ago. Attorneys for Judge 
Jones filed an amended petition pro- 
testing every county in the state. Gov- 
ernor Blease filed his reply to the 
charges of fraud, in which he ex- 
pressed the belief that the primary had 
been conducted honestly and that he 
was the legal nominee of the demo- 
cratic party.

Big Crowd From Gilmer. 

The senate gallery and floor were 
crowded to overflowing with the 
crowds which came down from Gilmer 
to “see the fun,” and they were much 
disappointed when, after indulging in 
applause, although they had been 
warned, the committee ordered the 
galleries and floors cleared, so that 
the committee could proceed with its 
business. There was no desire to 
close the hearing, and al! lawyers aud 
newspaper men were allowed to re- 
main, the action being taken simply 
to expedite the committee’s work. 

On the face of the returns from the 
Blue Ridge circuit, Judge Morris had 
a majority of something more than 
300 votes. Mr. Patterson filed contest 
on account of alleged frauds in Gilmer. 
It is claimed that the returns of 893 
votes for Morris and 64 for Patterson, 
a total of 947, were about 350 more 
votes than were cast in Gilmer county. 

The hearing began at noon, and at 
7 o'clock the evidence for the contest- 
ant had been about completed, The 
committee then adjourned 
o’clock Thursday morning, 
wil], continue the cage. 

No Proxies Allowed. 

When the committee met, following 
the roll call, Attorney Luther Z. Ros- 
ser, for Judge Morris, protested against 
the exercise of proxies.

achievements of our department of 
agriculture. There must be a limit 
to the acreage available for this pur- 
pose. There must also be a Iimit to 
the production per acre of cereals. 
With a rapidly increasing population 
some means must be discovered to 
furnish additiona} food Cotton seed 
flour is the logical supply of this need. 
And who can conceive of a limit to the 
production of cotton in the south? No 
one disputes the limit to the territory 
which may profitably be planted to 
cotton on land which a few years ago 
produced much less than half a bale 
per acre, but which, under the com- 
pelling hand of industry and educa- 
tion, has been made to produce two 
bales and three bales and four bales 


per acre.”

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COUNTY TAX RATE 
MAY BE RAISED 


Question to Be Discussed at 


Meeting of Board on 
Next Wednesday. 


Fulton county’s tax rate may be 
raised from the present mark of i 
mills at a special meeting of the board 
ef county commissioners, which has 
been called for next Tuesday. This 
meeting was de ded on Wednesday 
morning and wili be held for the spe- 
cific purpose of fixing the tax rate. 

Though none of the commissioners 
would commit himself, it is expected 
the tax rate will be raised. <At the 
meeting Wednesday the board was 
forced to authorize the chaifman of 
the finance committee, General Clifford 
lL. Anderson, to borrow $25,000 or less 
to meet the deficit caused by current 
expenses f ' the year ending October 
1 This deficit, it is said, will not 
amount to mere 


than $8,000. 

General Anderson, in asking that the 
fixing of the tax rate be referred to a 
special meeting, declared that he had 
net had time to study the question in 
detail, and that he thought it should 
be given careful consideration before 
definite action was taken. He hoped, 
he said, the rate would not have to be 
raised, but could not say definitely 
whether that could be avoided. 

The only thing which will cause the 
rate to remain at 5 mills will be for 
the extra sum needed to be obtained 
the coming year through increase in 
proertyp values and assessments. The 
courthouse work alone is costing a big 
amount and is a heavy drain on the 
county's resources. 

Returns Increase $13,000,000. 

The increase in tax returns this year 
is more than $13,000,000, and this will 
add nearly $150,000 to the county in- 
come under the present tax rate. This 
amount, said General Anderson, would 
probably suffice, but of this he was not 
certain. The pay roll for the present 
month is $76,000, while only $46,000 Is 
ready for current expenses. Money 
due will bring the shortage to about 
$7,000. 

The sale of county property is ex- 
pected to help some during the coming 
year, and this will be considered at the 
Tuesday meeting.

VICTORY CROWNS 
HOOK WORM FIGHT 


Disease Practically Eliminated 
in About Twenty 
Counties. 


The state board of health is making 
gratifying progress, in its work of 


| eradicating the hookworm disease. Al- 


ready it has been practically elimi- 
nated in some fifteen to twenty coun- 
ties and the people instructed how to 
prevent its recurrence. 

The work is under the direction of 
Dr. A. G. Fort with a number of field 
assistants. A county is asked to 
make a small apprepriation for as- 
sisting in the work, and in every Case 
the commissioners have been glad to 
do it.. The amount is generally $150, 
and often some of this appropriation 
is turned *back to the county treasury. 

The work has just been completed in 
Muscogee and Pierce counties and 
Muscogee showed the lowest percent- 
age of infection yet found anywhere 
in the state. This is true generally 
around the larger cities where the 
school children are given more to 
wearing shoes and thus preventing 
the infection. 

In Museogee out of 1,115 persons ex- 
amined only 307 were found to be -in- 
fected. Of these 81 were given the 
second treatment, 23 the third, 8 the 
fourth and 3 the fifth, which’ com- 
pleted the cure in all of the 307 Cases. 
It was shown what improvements 
were necessary in order to reduce the 
possibility of infection, and these will 
be carried out. 

In Pierce county the extent of the 
infection was somewhat greater. Out 
of 1,871 pérsons examined 1,114 were 
found to be infected. Of these 307 
were given the second treatment, 15 
the third and only one each the fourth 
and fifth. The board of education 
agreed to make such sanitary ar- 
rangements as would aid in prevent- 
ing the spread of the disease.

Steam Roller at North 
Carolina Convention. 


Charlotte, N. C., September 4.—After 
the executive committee of the North 
Carolina republican organization this 
morning had used the “steam roller” 
methods over the Roosevelt delegates 
and demanded that all except those 
who took the oath of allegiance to the 
Taft-Sherman ticket be barred from 


republican leaders of the state, calle 
another convention and met this after- 
noon at the same hour as the regulars. 
They passed a_ stinging resolution 
against the action of the committee, 
and declined to have any further rela- 
tions with the Taft convention, agree- 
ing to put out a single electoral ticket 
and also a single progressive state 
ticket independent of any action on 
the part of the regulars. 

The scenes in both conventions were 
marked by: spectacular speeches, par- 
ticularly of the Roosevelt followers, 
in which ex-Senator Marion Butler 
tried to take a prominent hand. He 
was met with rebuffs at every turn and 
his own attempt to get the progres- 
siyes*to compromise with the regulars 
on a state ticket. was voted down. The 
Roosevelt convention indorsed Dr. Cy- 
rus Thompson, of Onslow county, who 
was nominated for governor at the 
convention held yesterday in Greens- 
bore, 

The situation in the party seems to 
be hopelessly split as a result of the 
“steam roller’ methods employed by 
the state committee, which consists of 
twenty-one members. Fifteen of these 
were present this morning, with Chair- 
man Morehead presiding. The vote to 
debar the Roosevelt delegates from the 
floor of the regular convention was 
carried, 9 to 6, and the six members of 
the committee withdrew at once and 
set themselves to the task of laying 
the foundation for the third party in 
North Carolina. 

Directly after the action of the com- 
mittee Chairman Morehead directed 
that all delegates who were to be 
seated should be given badges and that 
policemen be stationed at the doors 
of the hall to prevent the entrance of 
any Roosevelt men. This step robbed 
the regular convention of much antici- 
pated interest and an afternoon ses- 
Sion of about an hour in length was 
held, this being marked by the adop- 
tion of cut and dried resolutions. 

Thomas Settle, of Asheville, was 
nominated by the republican conven- 
tion for governor late tonight.

at its fifth annual convention. 

Mr. Small had. been 
the apostle of deeper 
followed Charles Elmer Smith, secre- 
tury of the Philadelphia builders ex- 
change, who read the report of Gen- 
eral W. H. Bixby, chief of engineers 
in the United States, in which a favor- 
able report had been for a_e canal 
twelve feet. deep from Norfolk to 
Beaufort inlet, N. C., at a cost of 
$5,000,000. 

Transportation and Living Cost. 

Mr. Small said that while his state 
was to receive the first benefits of 
the movement for deeper waterways it 
would work just as energetically for 
consummation of a plan which would 
link into one great waterway the 148 
harbors and rivers which indent near- 
Ivy 7,000 miles of the coast. The 
great end to be sought, he believed, 
was to make every city and town of 
all these segregated inlets com- 
municable for water-borne traffic each 
with the other. 

He added a word to arguments of 
other speakers that transportation is 
a factor in the cost of living, saying 
that by water-borne traffic the present 
high costs may be cut down. He said 
that one arbitrary condition faced by 
populous communities along thé sea- 
board depended for supplies upon the 
great rail lines operating between the 
north and south was that many of 
these lines either have by outright 
purchase of under a community of in- 
terest, control of the present water 
lines which ought to be a factor in 
cheaper transportation. 

The standardization of depth of 
tra-coastal channels, the congressman 
held, would enable craft to ply in the 
smaller waterways without breaking 
cargoes. The uniform depth of twelve 
feet should, however, carry breadth 
enough to enable deepening 
little cost.

He added that senators and congress- 
men are of the same common clay as 
other people. They granted favors to 
the interests that have demanded them, 
while other improvements have not 
been granted, even if they were for 
the public good, because those behind 
those movements have been inert. 

Power of Constituents. 

“The pressure of a few constituents,’ 
he said, “brings greater’ accomplish- 
ments than any number of well writ- 
ten. preambles adopted by wildly en- 
thusiastic conventions.’’ 

Other speakers at the afternoon ses- 
sion, over which W. 8S. Harvey, of Phil- 
adelphia, president of the National 
Board of Trade, presided, were Con- 
gressman W. H. Heald, of Delaware, on 
the Chesapeake and Delaware canal: 
C, W. Norris, director of wharves and 
docks in Philadelphia, on water front 
conditions there; Congressman J. N. 
Covington, of Maryland, on govern- 
ment aid to navigation in inland wa- 
ters, and Congressman W. S. Greene, 
of Massachusetts, on the Taunton river 
route.
